The reports from Washington show 


that the pension roll ot the United States 
is increasing at the rate of 20,000 narcej 
a year. Beginning with the yesr in 
whiah tho civil war ended, the cumber I 
ot pensioners atad the amount of disburse- 
ments steadily increased until the maxi- 
mum was reached in the fiscal year 1872 
'73, when tbero wero 238,4:11 names on the 
roll, which called for about £30,000,000 a 
year. For five

roll contained only 228,988 name?, and 
required less than §27,000,000 a ytor. In 
tbo natural course of things, during the 
nine years which bare since elapsed, the 
law ot mortality should have reduced the 
number of pensioners far belm 200,000 
and the annual disbursements on their 
account to a sum not much exceeding 
$20,000,000. Buteousress become anr- 
ious to do still more for those who 
claimed pensions, and in 1879 tho arrears 
ot pensions aot became a law, and this 
stimulated the pension business, and up 
to date had added 5213,000.000 to pension 
expenditures.' 


Since then congress has made tno pen- 


sion laws moro liberal than ever, so that 
the number of pensioners in the United 
States in 18SG was 265,733, and the appro- 
priation for 1SS7 was S70.0CO.OOO' 
The 


following is a table which commands 
thoughtful attention, which shows how 
the pension roll and tho pension dis- 
bursements have increased since 1SC5:

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Bradstreot'.-; fur- 


nishos a now and fairly accurate report of 
(1) loading strikes boguii in 1SSC and unset- 
tled on Jan. 1 last; (2) all strikes in tho 
United Statos begun during January, 1S77, 
and (3) strikes announced during tbo first 
thrco days in February. It is ascortainod 
tliut the total number ot men on strike dur- 
ing January, 1J.S7, was about 73,00) against 
-i7,-iij in January, 1SSO. Inasmuch as W.OOO 
man havo struck sinco Jan. 31 lust, tho com- 
parison becomes S7,'JOO on strike sincu Jon. 1, 
1SS7, us compared with 47,200 in 1»30. 
In 


addition to this total ot men out o£ work, it 
is to be noted that HI.SOO workers in fac- 
tories, mills, and elsowhoro are idlo because 
or the scarcity ot coal or bocauso of lack of 
ivork caused by strikes of others. 


This points to 10-1,000 industrial nmiiloyos 


who have stopped work sinco Jan. 1, us com- 
pawd with 47,^00 tor alike period in 1SSH. 
Thero wero eight strikes begun in ISsO carried 
over into tho current year. 
Tliiwa involv;*! 


0,000 mon. Four have ended, two of them 
successfully, including 1,170 mon, aud two 
I'ailinjr, involving 830 men. In January there 
were begun ovor ninety strikes by 7I),uOO em- 
ployes. 
Ot these thirty-two havu ended, 


twenty-two of thorn, involving 3,MX) mun, 
being successful, and nine of them, involving 
f.,700 mon, bavins failed. About sixty Jan- 
uary strikes, therefore, remain unsot.t'.ed. 
Tho twenty-tour strikes reportod for three 
days in February furnish a list of 1>,'.)00 
mon.

Tbo highest average wagos received wero ?3!> 
per month. Several striking coal workmen 
testified to tho unuodlthiuoss, irregularity, 
and severity ot tho work of tho coal trim- 
mers. None of them could got any explana- 
tion of why tho companies deduct •£> per cea t, 
from thoir wages. They regarded it as a 
clear steal. Tho highest earnings, with stoady 
work, would bo about IS per week. Few got 
anywhere near that.

timo Lincoln ran for cougrerS against 
tbo Bov. I'eter Oarlwright, Ins trends 
imagined that the oanva&s would bu a 
very difliault and expansive ono. Conse- 
quently a purse of S200 was made up and 
given him by Joshua Speed to cover his 
expenses. 
After his election Mr. Lin- 


coln returned §139.20 of tho amount to 
Mr. Speed, with the explanation that as 
he had used his own horao and been en- 
tertained by bis friends, he had spent 
only 75 :euts ot tho SiiOO given him. 


When ono reads such a atatement of 


facts as this, ho ij forcibly struck with 
the change in tbo times and in the man- 
ners of politicians. Campaigns are not 
now fought without a lavish expenditure 
of money. It a politician does not upend 
his own money he freely spends that ot 
others which ia raised for campaign 
purposes. No o^o ever thinks, who is 
running for au office, of returning an 
unexpended balance, (or all ot it coos in 
thu election and more besides.

Tho proper Unio to rise is when sleep

Tho party left Janesville on Weuuejday 
(Mr, Oroft on Tuuisdey) at 12:20 p.m. 
Chicago'at 8:20 p. m. via tbe .Evonsville 
route. Daylight on Thursday curDing 
found us iri the great Wabash valley at 
Shelbnrn, 200 miles eouth of Chicago. 
Here Uncle David TeUris became deeply

THE Pr/MriNQ .STATION'. 


The pumping station ia situated on

station is a brick structure about 40 by 80 
feet, divided into two rooms, ia ono ot 
which ie situated the boilers and the 
other tho pumping machicery. 
This 


building is handsomely designed, and tbe 
exterior trimming is very attractive. The 
facade is handsomely arched, tbe open 
vestibule being laid with tiles of a very 
artistic design. 


Tbo entrance to the grounds is on 


Scott street, and broad walks and drives, 
winding around well laid flower beds, 
ornamented with a fountain on eitber 
sidp.lead to the portals of the building. 
In tho appropriate season this will be the 
lorehest Iplace in the city and very 
attractive to visitors. 


THE TWO EXQIXE3 


are leviathans, nnd models of mechanism. 
They were constructed by the Deane 
Steam Pnnip Company, Holyoke, Mass., 
expresuly for this plant, and bare known 
as the vertical compound condensing 
engines, iiy wheel pattern. Each has in 
initial steam cylindt-r lG;nn inches in 
diameter, and a low pressure cylinder 32 
inches in diameter, 30 incb[stroko. Each 
engine, also, is provided with two pump9 


with differential plungerr, respectively 17 
and 11?.{ inches in siz?, 30-inch stroke. 
The pumping capacity of each engine is 
2,000,000 gallons of water] in twenty- 
four hours, tho enormous quantity of 
suty gallons being thrown into the pipes 
at each stroke. This capacity is rated 
against a 200 foot head, through an 18 
inch force main 100 feet in length. Xhe 
valves are of s design which recently 
originated with tho Dearie company 
The cylinders of the engines are provided 
with tbe Corliss valvo movement, 


The boilers wero manufactured in 


Vinoennes—three in number. They are 
five fest^in diameter and sixt en feel in 
length, and, in tho opinion of the water 
company, are equal to any boilers of the 
class made in tho couotry. 


THE 10WEI1. 


The people of YinoenECS are claiming 


tbe most capacious etaedpipe on the face 
of the globe. It is 2CO feet bigh and 22 


t in diameter, holds 571,000 gallons nf 


water and was constructed by Messrs. 
Tippit £ Wood, Phillipsburg, N. J, It 
is braced by arms raidiating from a center 
column, eight braces being ranged in 
every altercate ring of tho standpipei 
which 
make each 
oirslo 
of braces 


about eight feet above the preceding one. 
1'iiis will resist any tendency which the 
pips may manifest to collapse by cloub 
ing 'on itself. The first six ring?, or 25 
fett, of tha etandpipe ore constructed of 
iron three-fourths of an inch in thick- 
ness, which tbicl'ness decreases with 
every i!5 feet of pipe, tbo last eii rows 
bcirg only a quarter of an inch thick. 


THE WATEB SUPPLY, 


Between the station and the river are 


lituated tha two (veils into which the 
water passes for the purpose of nitration, 
?he suction pipe passes between theso 
wells, 100 feet into the channel of the 
iver. Branches lead from it to the 
wells and tho water can either be drawn 
nto tha wells or directly into the water 
mains or stand pipe, vttlves separating 
ie two latter, and providing for fnrnish- 
ng the mains from the stand pipe or 


from the pumps direct, as may be deemed | 
most expedient. Tho main which leads 
from the pumps to the siraets posses 
witliin fifteen feet of the standpipe, and 
one valve, mentioned above, is placed 
01 the branch leading from this main 
into the lower circle of iron which forces 
the staodpipe. Beyond this branch :s 
another valve which closes the dow ct 
water into the street msics and causes ;t 
to be forced into the water tower. 


There are 14^ miles-of pipe laid 


through tbe streets, to this lino ars 
attached 150 fire hydrants, for which the 
city pay 85,000 rental-SiO fcr each 
additional hydrant. The company also 
provide tbe city with Ove nnblio foun- 
tains, supply water to the schools and 
churches free.

THE FIHB DEPARTMENT. 


The. fire deportment of Yincenncs is 


organized similar to our own, and costs 
(to iime [mount ot money. Themayor 
informed na tint be did not anticipate 


any" decreare in the cost of running 
the fire dfpBrtment. as the extra service 
ot attending tie tiro hydrants would 
olfeet tho pay of the engineers of ttepm- 
ers. Tho chief engineer, hosever, in- 
sisted that the expenses would be greatly 
reduced.

Revolutionary soldier 
had come to • "Washington some time before 
nnd undertaken tho publication of a weekly 
paper entitled "The Hunti-ess," in sizo little 
beyond a sheet of foolscap, blurred print 
and more, typographical errors than lines 
Biographical accounts of gentlemen of tho 
cabinet and of congress wero its main feat 
uros, with notices, too, of distinguished 
Indies of tho metropolis. If tho elite fur 
nished her, on' her call, with proper data 
and proper pay, their liveii were made glfl'
